On Sunday afternoon he 
will be given a reception at the 
Avigdor School Hall in Stamiord Hill. 
If his health permits, I was told by 
the Rev.: E.. Stern, his host in 
London, Rabbi Schreiber-Sofer will 
address the gathering, for which so 
many have arrived, some from as far 
away as the United States.

Portion of the Law of the 

ritual which has to take 
place, when “one be found slain 
in the land which the Lord thy 
God giveth thee to possess it, lying 
in the field, and it be not known 
who hath smitten him,” strikes us 
as somewhat odd in this day and 
age of Scotland Yard, Interpol, and 
all the refined modern . parapher- 
nalia of criminal detection. The 
idea that the discovery of a body 
in a field, without any clues which 
might lead to the apprehension of 
the murderer, should lead to a 
ritual ceremony rather than to an 
open verdict at an inquest and an’ 
open file at police headquarters 
fills us with amazement. We 
would be most perturbed if the 
Mayor and Councillors .of the 
Borough had to perform such a 
ceremony, say. in. Wapping or 
Wanstead. 

Yet the Mayor and Councillors 
are our own democratically elected 
representatives, so perhaps our 
amazement should be levelled at 
the thought of ourselves being 
involved, in a case of murder by 
person or persons unknown, with a 
ceremonial that entails breaking the 
neck of a heifer in a rough valley,. 
washing our hands, and declaring, 
“Our hands have not shed this 
blood.” And our amazement would 
almost certainly be directly related 
to our ethical insensitivity to the 
whole problem of murder in our 
society and all that it entails, not

victim but also for the community 


‘in Which they and we live. 


ancestors, so it would 

appear, despite their ignorance of 
fingerprints and suchlike, were 
keenly aware that the presence of 
a murderer in a community was a 


reflection not so much on the 


murderer himself as on the com- 
munity in which the murderer 
lived. The ritual of the breaking 
of the heifer’s neck meant simply 
this: a man has been murdered in 
our community. We are all respon- 
sible, the community as well as 
the unknown murderer. Therefore 
we must (through our elders) make 
atonement. 

This is the sense of the Biblical 
account. The commentators 
make the point even more explicit. 
They raise the problem of the 
extent of the responsibility. Were 


recognise as 


there enough hotels available <o 
that travellers could be catered 
for and not forced to spend the 
night in unprotected places? Were 
the roads in good condition, wel} 
lighted, well policed’? Was there 
anything .the community could 
have done to avoid the tragedy ?

Every day the newspaper head. 
lines bring us yet another murder 
story: a man shot here, a gir] 
strangled there. On some occasions 
the attendant details are more lurid 
than on others. In all cases we 
follow the story with a morbid 
interest. The murderer js there 
and we are here, looking at him jn 
a detached, objective fashion. Bui 
this is the wrong way of looking 
at him. If he is a member of our 
society he is part of us and we are 
part of him. His crime is also 
ours. We should, at the same time, 
be looking at ourselves. 


PSYCHOANALYSTS talk of the 

phenomenon of projection 
whereby we unconsciously attribute 
to other people attitudes and 
actions which. are, in reality, our 
own, but which we cannot bear to 
such which, 
because we feel inferior or guilty, 


we “project” onto others. Future 


historians will note with interest 
the obsession of the twentieth 
century in fiction and in fact, with 
the hunted man, the criminal, 
tracked down by society and finally 
punished by society, often by 
death, to the self-righteous acclaim 
of so-called civilised people. 
Present-day' intelligent people 
will note. with horror that by 
means of such projection men fai! 
to see the extent of their own 
responsibility for a society which. 
the —_get-rich-quick-at-all- 
costs mentality, ‘tantalises, tempts. 
taunts, seduces, and : 
smartly on the knuckles when the 
weaker brother caves in. Perhaps 
we cannot expect. the Bible to 
preach against capital punishment 
(even though the rabbis, with a fine 
discernment, made the legal require- 
ments necessary before the supreme 
penalty could be exacted so com- 
plicated as virtually to abrogate 
capital punishment altogether), We 
can at least expect modern society 
to read Deuteronomy xxi and 
ponder on the social implications 


_ of the presence of murder in our 
community.

Yadin, and their pupils as a paragon 
in the matter of archeological tech- 
niques, in. particular, its achievements 
in establishing pottery sequences. 
Equally impressive... he said, were. the 
findings of the late Professor Cassuto 
and his school on Ugaritic parallels 
with early Hebrew, and the monu- 
mental study Professor Ezekiel 
Kaufmann of the history of Israclite 
religion-——a. masterpiece of systemati- 
sation, Of which an. 800-page 
synopsis, in English, would appear 
next year in America. 

Professor Albright. who was 
guest professor at the 
[heological -Seminary of 
America, paid’ tribute to its Chan- 
cellor, Dr. Louis Finkelstein. and his 
daughter, who had been” closely 
associated with him in the preparation 
of his own forthcoming “ History. of 
the Religion. of Israel.” which 
much account. was being taken of. the 
findings ‘of modern Israeli: écholar- 


ship...

Babylonian Parallels 


Discussing his. own recent work. 
Professor Albright mentioned. his 
growing’. conviction. of. the — high 
antiquity of the patriarchal narratives; 
and .emphastsed the significance of 
the Babylonian. parallels: from 
to. the. customary... law-.-of the 
patr iTchns, 

[his, he. added. did not, however, 
mean that the existing literary and 
linguistic. form of those 
were of as. great an age. Similarly, 
ain analysis’ of the forms: of. early 
Hebrew poetry had enabled: him to 
draw. up. tables. which, when 
bined with. the ever-growing testi- 
mony of acheology. (negative: no. less 


_ than. positive) relative to the subject 


matter, gave: results conforming with 
surprising closeness to the chrono- 
logical order the heroes or 
reputed authors of many of. the 
pieces. 

Professor Albright was giving the 
inaugural address, and in mentioning 
the highhghts. of. the. past three 
years’ work, he spoke first, of 
excavation of Hazor. in Northern 
Israel by Dr... Yadin, which. estab- 
lished: the chronology of- the cam- 
paigns of Joshua: _uncovered..a 
fourteenth-century Caananite  proto- 
type of the architecture of Solomon's 
Temple which -itself. echoed. another 
elsewhere, dating about 2,000... and 
showed the pattern of Solomon's own 
military fortifications in several: other 
sites. 

The. .Congress which ends~ -to- 
morrow, is under the Presidency. of 


Professor G. R. Driver. Together 
with their wives delegates numbered 
over and include scholars from 
many parts of the world—one « of 
them, Professor Choan-seng Song. 
being responsible for Old Testament 
teaching in Taiwan, Japan. 

Apart from members. resident: tn 
the United Kmgdom, Jewish partici- 
pants from Israel, the U.S.A., France, 
and Switzerland have been taking 
part. They include Professor André 
Neher, of Strasbourg. and a strong 
Israelr delegation includes Professor 
Mazar, Professor Seeliemann, Dr. A. 
Malamat, and Dr. S. Talmon, all of 
the Hebrew University, as well as 
Dr. 5. Yeivin, Governmental 
Director of Antiquities. 

Apart from a series of. communi- 
cations, in which the archeology of 
Israel occupies a large space, the 
programme has embraced afternoon 
visits to places of interest in and near 
Oxford.

Bank Governor Points 
to Stability

Inflation in. Isracl. had been not 
only slowed but to a great extent 
brought under control, said Mr. David 
Horowitz, Governor of the State Bank 
of Isracl. im an imterview in’ London. 

The main factors conducive to this 
result, said’ Mr. Horowitz, were the 
ability of the Government to balance 
its budget, the 
control. exercised 
by the Bank of 
israel, and 
moderation m 
wage - crease 
Jemands by the 
Histadrut. 

Mr. Horowitz 
was im London 
prior to visiting 
European capitals 
in connection 


.. banking matters 
Mr. D.. Horowitz and to. attend 
a conference on problems of inflation 
at Copenhagen. 
From September 16 to October 5 
he will visit Washington for talks with 
World Bank officials. This follows a 
recent visit to dsrael by a World Bank 
Commission. 

The interview with Mr. Horowitz 
covered many aspects of banking in 
Israel. and we discussed many of the 
monetary problems facing the young 
State. : 

At home, said: Mr. Horowitz. there 
had. been a definite decrease in taxa- 
tion and a. substantial increase in 
savings by. Israelis: Generally. he felt 
that Israelis had more free money to 
spend or save than. hitherto. 

By the end of 1958. Israel's gross 
profit. had: increased bv 8 per. cent. 
In. proportion. the population. had 
increased by a lesser extent. The per- 
centage of gross profits would. he 
thought, be the same, if not.a little 
higher, in 1959. 

Real earnings were increasing; and 
during 1959 the. cost-of-living index 
should show a decrease. 


Foreign Investment 


There was, too. an increasing flow 
of foreign ‘investment, facilitated and 
encouraged by the recent amendment 
to Israeli law, which.allowed more 


liberal concessions to investors, par- 


ticularly in the taxation field. 

“This year,” said Mr. Horowitz. 
“there. aré marked indications of 
improved economic conditions in 
Israel. There is, first, an improve- 
ment in the balance of trade—more 
exports and fewer imports ; secondly, 
a slowing up in the rise in prices of 
goods ; and, thirdly, an increase in 
foreren. currency reserves.’ 

He added that the 
exports and imports in 1958 was 
330,000.000. dollars. A: third of. this 
sum comprised capital items, 

In Israel today, said Mr. Horowitz. 
there were 26 banks. and over 50 credit 
co-operatives engaged in normal com- 
mercial business—financing of exports 
and imports. and short-term loans to 
private individuals and to State-owned 
firms. 


There were, too, several mortgage 


banks and finance investment com- 
panies. The total volume of credit 
extended by banks was 1£420.000.000. 
The Central Bank of Israel maintained 
a steadying influence and control on 
the other banks. in the same way as 
did the Bank of England, and it also 
controlled the issue of currency, which 
at present amounted tn value to 
1£300,000.000 1n notes and corns. 

Present immigration, or a. possible 
influx of immigrants to Israel in the 
future, does not seem to perturb Mr. 
Horowitz. He says that if there was 
a sudden increase of population. funds 
now used for other purposes could be 
diverted to meet the required increase 
of expenditure, and it was always pos- 
sible to raise more funds—from exter- 
nal and internal sources. 


“ RESIST FASCIST

A warning that manifestations of 


a revival of fascist: organisations in 


different parts of the world should 
not be treated lightly, was given at 
a meeting in North-West London this 
week of the ©everal Zionist Organi- 
sation of Great Britain, by Mr. Hans 
Jaeger, President of the 43 Club, an 
orgamsation of European refugees. 

Mr. Jaeger. who is not a Jew. was 
a political refugee from Germany ino 
1933, and he is also editor in London 
of the “ Bulletin on German Ques- 
tions.” It was, he stressed, essential 
that the beginnings of fascist revival 
be resisted before it was too late. 
Neglect, he said, could have terrible 
consequences. 

He referred to the resurgence of 
fascism in Italy since the war and to 
the small Nazi growps in Germany.

It opened its doors in 1954, when, 
at the annual meeting of the syna- 
cogue, it was decided that this was 
an area where such an institution 
must be a vital part of the com- 
munitv. Since then the synagogue 
management has given every assist- 
ance, encouragement, and good 
will to the club. This factor, 
together with the help given by the 
Association for Jewish Youth and 
the work of the managers, in addi- 
tion to susport from the Essex 
Education Committee, are reasons 
why the club not only flourishes 


but grows, in contrast to other 
clubs where membership is on the 
decline. 

The club started with “a handful 
of young people.” Now the junior 
section has a membership of nearly 
200 boys and girls; the inter- 
mediates number nearly 100 mem- 
bers; and there are about forty 
senior members. | 

The interesting thing is that boys 
and girls travel to the club—-not as 
full members, but as constant visi- 
tors—from miles around-——even 
from Swiss Cottage in. North-West 
London and from Harlow, where 


communal facilities are somewhat 


limited at present. 

There is a strong team of 
managers—men and women with 
experience of youth work. But, 
the Club Chairman told me : “ We 
are short of managers—that is 
another of our. problems.” 

The club js also short of money 
—for one purpose: to rebuild and 
redecorate the somewhat damp 
basement of the large house, so that 
it can be used to enlarge the scope 
of the activities and allow further 
members to join without. there 
being too much of a crush on club 
nights.

“MYSTERY” VISIT EXPLAINED 


Ben-Gurion on Changed Plans

Mr, Ben-Gurion was looking sun- 
burnt and very fit when he arrived 
here on the liner Jerusalem after his 
holiday on the French Riviera. 

In sharp contrast to the secrecy 
which surrounded his departure mem- 
bers of the press were received on 
board the liner, and Mr. Ben-Gurion 
replied to questions about the 
“mystery ’ of his voyage. He stated 
that the whole matter began when it 
became evident that he could not have 
a quiet holiday in Israel’s Sharon 
Hotel. Doctors recommended that 
he should go on a return cruise to 
France. The original plan was to sail 
on the Theodor Herzl to: Marseilles 
and return on the same ship, But on 
arrival at Naples his security men 
informed him that the Italian press 
had already written about his being 
aboard the ship. So he decided not 
to return on the same ship, and the 
French authorities were informed 
accordingly. Arrangements were then 
made for a_ short stay on the French 
Riviera, 

During the four days he stayed in 
France, said Mr. Ben-Gurion, strict 
security measures were taken and the 


press were not allowed to meet him, 
He had no meeting with French states- 
men, and did not see M. Guy Mollet 


or M. Jacques Soustelle, as reported 


by the Egyptian press. 
Mr. Ben-Gurion refused to reply 


to question about the confiscation of .

Athens Welcomes 1.P.0.

Athens, the first city of the worl. 
‘o have had a festival of the Muses— 
from ancient times—invites lovers 
of music and the drama every summe: 
for a few weeks of ancient Greek 


plays, concerts, and ballet. Perform. 
ances take place in the picturesque 


amphitheatre at the foot of the Acro- 
polis Hill, the “Odeon” built by 
Herod Atticus almost two thousand 
years ago partly with money collected 
from Jews! 

The Israeli who came to Greece this 
second week of August was in for a 
specially memorable experience. 
Approaching the amphitheatre, 
Modern Hebrew was heard from 
every corner, and there were many 
familiar faces around. The {srae] 
Philharmonic Orchestra had been 
invited to play two concerts this 
year, und their staff and many wives 
of members of the orchestra had 
accompanied them. 

Nearly 3,500 people overcrowded 
the ancient theatre, and around were 
gathered hundreds who had not been 
able to get tickets for the event. The 


sight was. unforgettable—an elegantly’ 


dressed international audience on the 
stone seats, above the brightly flood- 
it Parthenon, and on the. elevated 
platform the familiar. membets of the 
|.P.O., enthusiastically applauded. as 
they entered, section after section 
from. the slone wings. 

From. the opening sounds ot 
Weber's “ Oberon” Overture contact 
was established with the audience, ‘and 
though the orchestra seemed still. to 
struggle with the foreign atmosphere 
and unaccustomed. acoustics, there 
was thunderous applause at the end. 
The great. Greek pianist Gina 
Bachauer. then gave a memorable per- 
formance of Beethoven's “ Emperor”

here before, and never before had a 
visiting group been forced to- give 
three complete works as encores. The 
Israch abroad. could not help: being 
enthusiastic about the . Orchestra’s 
truly great. performances; no -less 
were. we impressed by the enthusiasm 
shown by the attentive. eager, and 
extremely cordial audience. 

The second and final concert of the 
[.P.O. included: another: Israeli com- 
position, ‘the prize-winning. “ Festival 
Prelude” by young Noam. Sheriff, 
who conducted his own work at the 
concert. 

The LP.O. has performed a highly 
important cultural mission by visit- 
ing another Eastern Mediterranean 
country and has created a good will 
there which is of highest political and 
cultural importance.

The attractively produced “ Men of 
Wisdom” series of” little books on 
great men are a bargain. at six shil- 
lings each. For. this small -expendi- 
ture the reader obtains not a potted 
biography of a religious genius but a 
vivid impression of the work he set 
out to accomplish and his influence on 
human societv. Neher’s contribution 
on Moses will be of special interest to 
Jews. but the author is concerned 
with the challenge of Moses and 
of his people to humanity as a whole. 


The book is none the worse for 
being very “French”: in its use of 
thinkers unfamiliar to English readers, 
in its echoes of Left Bank philosophy, 
‘nits acute awareness of the failure of 
our civilisation and its mistrust of con- 
ventional religiosity. Readers will find 
here no sugary platitudes. The hor- 
rors of Auschwitz are too fresh tm the 
author’s mind to allow any relaxation 
in this Ivrical outburst of praise on 
justice and God's call to. man for 
co-operation in building His Kingdom 
on. earth, 


Neher’s Moses has nothing in com- 
‘mon with that of the Hollywood 
actress who. drawled:- “Moses sure 
was a livin’ doll’. “ This wrath of 
Moses! Like all other signs of a pas- 
sionate nature, it scares well- “meaning 
people, who expect the ‘men of God’ 
to be all honey and sweetness... But a 
little familiarity with the real nature 
of the Bible is enough-to make one 
understand that these violent outbursts 
of wrath are the surest sign of a quest 
for the absolute, It is a painful quest, 
because it is not granted for man to 
reach the goal. That is why Moses 
has. these. frequent outbreaks ; and 
that is why he remains so perfectly 
human. because he has kept his thirst 
for the absolute.”

Zionist Leader

The Jabotinsky Story: The Early 
Years, 1880-1923. By Josern B. 
SCHECHTMAN. Yoseloff. 35s. 


The turn of the century was a 
turbulent and formative period of 
Jewish history. Empires were on the 
verge of disintegration and new 
nations were forming; the old Jewish 
way of life was crumbling, and a 
new generation of Jews was growing 
up into something of a renaissance 
atmosphere, where dangers and 
uncertainties were matched by oppor- 
tunities and vision, and where. no 
achievement—individual or social— 
seemed to be beyond the bounds of 
possibility, provided one willed 
strongly enough. 
 Zeev Jabotinsky was. one of these 
Jewish renaissance men: poet, author, 
translator, journalist, nation-builder, 
diplomat, soldier, and statesman. 

The author succeeds in bringing to 
life this whole period, not only ideas 
and problems, but also the people 
who created and fought over. them. 
We. see Jabotinsky’s — intellectual 
development in Odessa-—ihen the 
flourishing centre of liberal Jewish 
culture—his conversion to . Zionism, 
his odyssey through.

The most illuminating part of this 


scholarly work is that devoted to the 
life of Charles Darwin, to the climate 
of opinion in which his theories took 
shape, and to the controversies to 
which they gave rise in his own time 
and since. An enormous amount. of 
research into the published and 
unpublished material has gone to the 
making. of this study.  But~ Dr. 
Himmelfarb carries. her. learning 
lightly and she develops her complex 
argument with verve lucidity. 

Her historical imagination and her 
insight: never falter and her analysis 
of character and circumstance alike 
is’ presented with refreshing candour 
and wit. 

These qualities are exhibited also 
in the part of the work which deals 
with Darwin’s theories and his place 
in the history of thought. Yet her 
final estimate of the status of 
Darwin’s evolutionary theories is not 
quite clear. Her attitude, on. the 
whole, strikes. me as more sceptical 
than is warranted by the present state 
of knowledge. She allows that the 
theories put forward in the * Origin 
of Species” “still dominate the 
thinking of most men today.” But 
the impression conveyed is that this 


is rather surprising, in view of the 
difficulties that -can still be raised 
against them. On the fundamental 


point of the part played by natural 
selection in evolution, she concludes 
that though the theory was put for- 

ward as a massive deduction from 
the evidence, “it ends up as an 
mgenious argument from ignorance.” 
Without minimising the difficulties 
that the hypothesis of natural selec- 


‘most sense as a whole, if the hypo- 
thesis of natural selection is accepted. 

Dr. Himmelfarb gives a_ spirited 
account of the impact of Darwinism 
on theories of religion, morality, 
social and polical organisation. The 
ambiguities of what came to. be 
known as Social Darwinism were 
such as to afford justification for 
every variety of belief, however much 


these contradicted each other. 
Egalitarians anti-egalitarians, 
socialists and defenders laisser 


faire found in it what they claimed 
to. be scientific validation of their 
doctrines. All this is well shown. 
But here again, it seems to me, her 
account fails to do justice to the 
positive side of the Darwinian con- 
tribution. 


Cultural Development 
'. Thus, for example, whilst it is true, 
as T, H. Huxley saw, that from the 
facts of evolution no ethic can be 
derived, it remains that the stress on 
mutability was of importance. in 
Suggesting that morals were not fixed 
and. given once for all, but were 
subject to change and development. 
Similar remarks apply to the study 
of law, religion, and other elements 
of culture. No doubt notions of 
development had been. and were 
being advanced by philosophers and 
historians before the advent of 
Darwinism, but they were given a 
new impetus by the growing accep- 
tance of Darwinian ideas and _ this 
influence has continued. We can 
now see that there is such a thing 
as social evolution or development,

Motoring Notes 


NEW VAUXHALLS 


By our Motoring Correspondent 


It is common knowledge that’ 
Vauxhall Motors are the British 
“branch” of the great American 
automobile empire of General 
Motors; and it is clear from the 
appearance, that the products of 
this factory at Luton come under 
more than a little influence from 
Detroit. 

While it can be admitted that 
they display a great deal of bene- 
fit from American “ know-how” 
they also embody much that ts 
best in European thought and 
practice, and we therefore find a 
range of cars embodying the. best 
of the techniques and ideas from 
both sides of the Atlantic. Space, 
style, and silence are paramount 


not. garish, Three. passengers 
can be accommodated with ease 
on either the front or back seats 
and there is room in the boot for 
a vast amount of luggage. 

It is fitted with a. three-speed 
gearbox and, in common. with 
earlier models in the Vauxhall 
range, is endowed with. such 
well-chosen ratios that .a fourth 
gear is not missed: in fact, some- 
thing over. 50 m.p.h. is obtainable 
in. second . gear. Like most 
British cars it is, judged by. con- 
tinental standards, undergeared, 
so that when 70 or 80 m.p.h. is 
reached in top gear it is clear to 
the occupants that a good deal of 
work is. going on under the 
bonnet. An. overdrive would 


in. the ‘transatlantic qualities, 
while economy, road behaviour, 
and the unobtrusive luxury of a 
leather trim denote much Euro- 
pean ancestry. 3 

For the coming year the cars 
have been considerably modified, 
particularly in appearance and in 
body structure.. By adding to the 
strength across the car under the 
rear window it has been found 
possible to do away. with the ribs 
which previousl divided — the 
rear view into three; and to fit 
a more handsome and more use- 
ful full-width window. Other 
changes have been made to the 
frontal appearance of the car and 


.these in turn have led to a 
mechanical modification which has 


enabled the manufacturer to. fit 
a larger radiator which should be 
of great benefit in hot conditions, 

Now about the car generally. 
Introduced about a year ago it 


has made a special place for itself 
in the range of cars available on 


the British market in the six- 
cylinder, six-seater class, most of 
which are priced, after tax, at 
between £1,000 and £1,500. The 
engine is an overhead valve unit 
of about two and a quarter litres 
capacity giving something over 


80 and in. consequence 


giving the car, with a kerb weight 


of around 2,600 Ibs., an excel- 


lent all-round performance. 

The body is spacious in the 
extreme, and while the interior 
does not boast of the traditional 
British styling it is nevertheless 
excellent, being smart and yet 


seem to be called for if the new 
motorways are to come into 
general use. However, the car 


gets along very well without. it 


and it is ‘certainly questionable 
whether the average. owner makes 
all that use of its high maximum. 
Certainly, however, the. most will 


be made of the very. considerable } 


acceleration which is offered even 
on ‘top gear—and it is here that 
the best of its American associa- 
tions are to be felt.. Conversely, 


from a European point of view, it: 


holds the road: well and can be 


_ driven in a most enterprising way 
without the passengers being sub- } 
jected to any discomfort or the. 


driver assailed with any doubt. 


Like other Vauxhall models 
the Velox cannot be left without 
mention of the excellent placing 
of the minor controls, the driving 


position, and many other detatls 


which help the new owner to 
“fit in” and. acquire a_ high 
degree of confidence in his vehicle 
from the word go. 


Another Vauxhall feature is the 
wide range of extra equipment 
offered and approved by the 
manufacturers.

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LIVING JUDAISM 


THE powerful fascination of ‘the 
Holy-day season, which will 
soon be upon us, draws. all Jews 
closer to thoughts of the spiritual 
life. It is at ‘this time when our 
minds are attuned to ideas ol 
religion that we begin, next week, 
a series of articles by. distinguished 
thinkers, under the title of “ Living 
Judaism.” The title implies: 2 faith 
relevant ‘o the spiritual needs and 
strivings of .modern» and 
women, Only a parvenu in the 
realms of the spirit imagines that 
it is possible to have a “ modern — 
Judaism without deep roots in the 
past. But this does not mean that 
all that is required is simply to 
copy the past. A_ living tradition 
constantly revitalises- itself. Pre- 
cisely because the truths it exists 
to promote are eternal it feels 
compelled to. express. these truths

as relevant by. taking mto account: 


the differing ideas and challenges 
of each generation, 

Among the metaphors used in 
Jewish literature to describe the 
Torah two of the most frequent are 
the book and the tree. The meta- 
‘phor of the book, the highly 
venerated volume carefully  pre- 
served from generation to genera- 
tion, recalls the permanent nature 
of Jewish truth. The metaphor of 
the tree, a growing thing pushing 
its branches heavenwards and strik- 
ing its roots deeper year by year, 
subject. to the changes of the 
seasons, represents the dynamic 
quality of Jewish truth 
power of adaptation. A _ healthy 
approach to Jewish fife will recog- 
nise the validity of both symbols. 

For. a slong time now. many 
Jewish thinkers have tried to map 
position in which adequate 
justice is done to both the perennial 
and the variable elements in the 
Jewish. tradition. In-our age of 
extremes such a view is. far from 
popular: It. is looked 
adherents of the right left 
wings as neither meat. nor milk, 
or,even worse, as a mixture of milk 
and meat, abhorrent to the Jewish 
palate. Better a full-blooded ultra- 
Orthodoxy: than an. anemic com- 
promise, is the verdict of the left. 
Better a thorough-going Reform 
whose opponents can see it for 


what it is than a timid tampering | 


with ‘sacred institutions, is. the 
verdict of the right. 
Moreover, historical — research 


during the past 150 years into the 
origins and development of Judaism 
has convincingly demonstrated the 
dynamic character of the Jewish 
faith. It is indeed a great pity 
that many scholars who are aware 
of the implications of their studies 
afraid to comment. on the 
practical issues of Jewish life, in a 
mistaken belief that this will com- 
promise their scholarly objectivity, 
while those most. vociferous in 
comment, who all the 
answers, aré uninhibited by know- 
ledge of the burning questions that 
are being asked 

The chief issues to be considered 
by. those jin search of a living 
Judaism are five in number. . The 
first of these is historical. To what 
extent can the dynamic principle 
be observed at work in the past? 
‘The. second issue. 1s. that..of the 
Bible. Can modern Judaism atlord 
to turn a blind eye to the best in 


present-day Biblical scholarship? 
Thirdly, there is the theological 
question. What has Jewish teach- 


ing to say on the way in which 
faith speaks to man pre- 
dicament? How can man today 
hear the voice of God and how 
can he respond to its challenge? 
Fourthly, there is the exceedingly 
difficult question of the Halacha, 
the legal side of Judaism. Granted 
that Judaism is a religion of action, 
how can a vital approach to Jewish 
observance be assured? What of 
the changes in Halacha? — Finally, 
there is the question of organisa- 
tion, If there are large numbers 
of Jews who believe in “living” 
Judaism, by what means can they 
work together for the realisation 
of their aim? 

The first step is to put these ques- 
tions, the second to engage in 
serious thinking about them. 
Opinions ventilated recently in these 
columns show that there is a real. 
need for such probing.

ECONOMIC 
INDEPENDENCE 


IT would be gratifying to be able 
to share the optimism as to Israel's 
progress towards economic indepen- 
dence recently. expressed by the 
Israeli Minister of Finance at an 
election rally, and by the Governor 
of the Bank of Israel, reported else- 
where in this issue. While there 1s 
widespread admiration at the 
achievements of the State of Israel 
in brief eleven years, the 
economic. situation unfortunately 


continues. to give rise deep 
concern. 

[In his annual report. on the 
Israeli economy issued in 1958 
_Mr. Horowitz warned that the 


Government's economic policy had 
“ paid too much attention to short- 
term considerations and did not 
make adequate allowairce for the 
country’s economic requirements 
in the long when. capital 
transfers from abroad will decline 
considerably.” | 

This trend continued throughout 
1958. As Mr. Horowitz pointed 
out in his annual report issued: in 
1959 “Israel's balance of payments 


did. not’ show. any. real. improve- 


ment. Though the world recession 
worked in Israel's favour, since the 
decline in import prices permitted 
a substantial increase in imports 
for a small additional outlay, the 
lion’s. share of this increase, and 
the extra production it permitted, 
went to. increased consumption, 
with little over for increasing 
investment or exports.” 


Israel's import surplus has been - 


growing since . the mid-nineteen- 
fifties, and now stands at close on 
three hundred million dollars (not 
counting armaments purchases). 
Net. earnings from. exports cover 
less than 20 per cent of Israel's 
import requirements. Though net 
immigration’ has been. small in 
years. and. income... from 
abroad has been high, Israel. has 


-continued to increase her foreign 


indebtedness. 


In a few years’ time Reparations 


from. Germany will cease and 
personal restitutions. slow down, 
while substantial debts will. fall 


due for repayment, or at least -re- 
funding. Even if world Jewry’s con- 
tributions and loans and American 
aid keep their present high level 
Israel will have to triple or quad- 
ruple her gross exports to keep 


going. This, in turn, would require’ 


radical changes. Wages and con- 
sumption would have to decrease, 
labour discipline and productivity 
to improve, and the present ratie 


between industry ‘and agriculture 


on the one hand, and the inflated 
superstructure. of administration, 
political, and social service, com- 
merce, etc., would. have to’ be 
drastically reformed. 

In the past, it is true, reforms 
along these lines have — been 
advocated by Messrs. Eshkol and 
Horowitz. As in other countries 
the approaching general election 
creates an atmosphere of. self-satis- 
faction which may make the people 
of Israel lose sight of the difficulties 
ahead... Israel’s. partners..in the 
Diaspora must, therefore. not only 
increase their support but be ready 
with advice and guidance to help 
the State in achieving economic 
independence. 


AMERICAN UNITY 


VERY properly the Jewish 
organisations in the United States 


promptly seized upon the impend- 


ing visit of Mr. Khruschev as an 
ideal opportunity of laying betore 
the Russian Government _ their 
views on the position of Russia’s 
large Jewish community. With 
apparently inevitable echoes in 
the press they are now buzzing 
about among themselves as to the 


manner in which a_ deputation 
shall be assembled to see Mr. 
K hruschev. The situation ‘is 
bedevilled by the fact that. not 


merely is there no single organisa- 
tion qualified to speak for Amert- 
can Jewry, but so many are con- 
cerned (twenty has been the figure 
mentioned) that a delegation con- 
sisting of only one. representative 
of each would be — unwieldy. 
Further, the. American Jewish 
Committee, which is the senior and 
in many respects the most influen- 
tial organisation, has a long stand- 
ing inclination towards  indepen- 
dent action, and this being 
strengthened in the present case by 
its understandable resentment at

IDEALIST 

THe career of Raphael Lemkin, 
who passed away last Friday, leaves 
us amazed at. the capacity of 
an obscure, isolated, and. penniless 
individual to apply himself com- 
pletely to a single ideal. and in an 
area dominated by governments 
to bring it to fruition. The Nazi 
holocaust. from. which. he was 
lucky enough to escape, fired 
Lemkin with the conviction that. 
just as. national law~- makes. the 
killing of individuals illegal, Inter- 
national Law. should forbid. the 
killing of peoples. For this crime 
he invented the name “ genocide,” 


and, regardless alike of official 
indifference, procedural obstacles. 


diplomatic usages, the feelings of 
any with whom he came in contact 
or his personal interests, he 
achieved single-handed the monu- 
mental feat of getting the United 
Nations to adopt an “ International 
Convention on the Prevention and - 
Punishment. of -the Crime’ of 
Genocide.”

CHILDREN’S HOLIDAYS 


A BLAZING August now falls into 
the. memory. and 
parents. réturn from their seaside 
holiday which has. been in many 
cases an annual penance “ for the 
sake of the children.” The idea, 
long. established in America, of 
separate holiday © camps for 
children, is now taking root in this 
country, and. there is reason to 
believe that the change from. the 
year-round routine is beneficial 
both to. the youngsters and grown- 
ups. From a Jewish point of view 
camps, provided they are 
run with that object in mind, can 
be a valuable means of education 
in Jewish living, as are the summer 
schools which cater for an. older 
age group. Under private manage- 
ment several holiday camps_ or 
schools for Jewish children have 
been started in this country. and 
no doubt the movement will grow. 
In such developments an element 
of trial and error is. inevitable, but 
this would be minimised if parents 
were assured of. the standards 
maintained in each establishment. 
Wider considerations. apart, the 
proprietors of the privately run 
children’s holidays would | serve 
their Own interests getting 
together’ for this purpose. In 
addition, the public bodies con- 
cerned with Jewish education and 
child welfare should interest them- 
selves in this movement by provid- 
ing camps and exercising super- 
vision. There is certainly room for 
expansion, and it is important that 
it should take place under the most 
responsible auspices.

accommodation. If he prefers the 
evidence of his own eyes and ears so 
far as “results” were concerned, 
thea his reports must have been a 
product .of inspired imagination for, 
despite evervthing. some fine perform- 
ances were recorded, and the Games.

At the funeral on Tuesday. only 
one Ambassador—that of Korea, the 
first State to ratify: the Genocide Con- 
vention—and one other diplomat— 
Mr. Michael Elizur, the Israeli. Press 
and. Information Counsellor at. the 
United Nations were present among 
a small band of mourners. 

Indeed, had it not been for one 
Jewish organisation there would not 
have been enough: funds to pay for 
the funeral service and burial. 

He lived in an “integrated.” hotel, 
one in which Negroes. and Puerto 
Ricans also live, on West 112th Street 
in Manhattan. He worked constantly, 
but he earned money only when there 
were no more coins in his pockets for 
books. Then he would take a- post 


with a college or-university and ‘teach 
a subject which few knew. better than 


he. jnternational law. 

There were still some years to go 
before his monumental» book on 
genocide. could. have been. finished 
the way Lemkin was going about it. 
It was important, he said, but there 
were more immediate problems, the 
most important of which was to keep 
pushing nation after nation to. sign 
the Genocide Convention, That 
took time. 


At Nuremberg 


He would have nothing to do with 


Jewish or other organisations who 


were fighting for the Human Rights 


Covenants., It was a stupid fight, he 
told them: mere lip service on. the 


part of States to vagpe generalities. 
They should be putting all. their 


energies into the Genocide Conven-. 


tion, for this got at the root of the 
whole matter. 

The man who was adviser on geno- 
cide to the U.S.. prosecutor at the 
Niiremberg trials got nothing from 
the Claims Conference to help in his 
work against such crimes as “he had 
laid bare at the trials. He applied 
several times, and was turned down 
each time. Sent by friends to agencies 
and foundations which are estab- 
lished to give financial help to those 
doing worthy research and writing, 
lemkin invariably got into arguments 
with their executives over how best 
to pursue his work, and he left empty 
anded. 
Lemkin was born 
Bezwodene, in Eastern Poland, the son 
of a Jewish farmer. He showed an 
early aptitude. tor law, and finally 
held degrees from the University of 


Lwow and from Heidelberg. His first 
acquaintance. with genocide came 
wheh he read of the massacre of a 
million Armenians by the Turks after 
the end of the First World War. 
and of the later mass killing of 
Assyrian Christians by Iraq. In 1933, 
Dr. Lemkin went before the League 
of Nations to propose a treaty to ban 
mass slaughter, but mission 
failed. 

1929 to 4935 ‘he served as 
secretary. to the Committee on Codi- 
fication of the Laws: of :the Polish 
Republic, and. was in ‘private law 
practice in Warsaw. until the. Nazis 
came, He anda brother, Elias. were 
the sole survivors of their family 
which was wiped out by the Germans. 
The two made their way to Sweden. 
Where they lived as refugees and 
where Lemkin wrote the book in 
which. the word “genocide” first 
appeared. It was “Axis .Rule 
Occupied Europe,” and was published 
by the Carnegie Endowment for 
International Peace in 1944, 

Dr, Lemkin went to ‘he United 
States in 1941 and taught law at Duke 
University and also acted as -an 
advisor to the War Department. He 
later-was advisor to Supreme Court 


‘Justice Robert Jackson. chief United 


States. prosecutor at Nuremberg. ° 
@ whirlwind campaign of speak- 
ing and writing, he got enough 


backers in the United Nations in 1946 - 


to give him hope that. a genocide 


_.convention might be approved. He 


helped to draft the original resolution 
making genocide a crime under inter- 
national law. In fact, he did most. 
if not all, the work on it.. The con- 
vention was approved two vears later. 

Lemkin was nominated for the 
Nobel Peace Prize twice—in 1950 and 
1952.. He taught: international law 
at Yale University and the Newark 
Law School of Rutgers University in 
New Jersey.. His last teaching post 
was at Princeton. | 

He was decorated with the Grand 


Cross of Cespedes by Cuba in 1950. -

STUFFED TOMATOES 
MAKE & MEAL 


By FLORENCE GREENBERG 


Stuffed. with various. .sayoury 
fillings, tomatoes make excellent 
luncheon dishes, either hot or cold. 

CHOOSE large tomatoes and either 
cut across in halves or cut a slice off 


the top of each. Scoop out the pulp 


and season the cup with salt and 
pepper. Any pulp that is not used 
in the filling can be added to stews 
or sauces. 


Hot Stuffed Tomatoes 


PREPARE tomatoes as above and 
use any of the following fillings, then 
place in a fireproof dish and bake 
in a moderate oven about 30 minutes.

‘Mat we are all righteous and, there- 
‘ore, Our case may be expected to 
be settled favourably and without 
delay, 

Although the Rosh Hashana 
ereeting originated in Germany, it

The Dutch Jewish concert folk- 
singer, Lin. Jaldati, who shared with 
Anne E rank the horrors of the Belsen 
concentration camp, and who laid to 


~rest Anne Frank’s body in a camp 


grave two weeks before liberation by 
allied tioops, is. visiting Britain to 
give concerts in London, Manchester, 
and Leeds this month, 

It was after the invasion of Hol- 
land that. she and her husband 
worked with. the Resistance Move- 
ment. They were arrested in 1944, 
Her husband escaped but she was 
taken to Westerbork camp Hol- 
land where she met the Frank family. 
Later, with this family and her sister 
Lin Jaldati was taken to Auscowitz. 
It was there that her parents and 


Anne Frank’s mother were sent to. 


the gas chambers. 

From Auschwitz, Lin Jaldati, now 
separated - from Anne. Frank, was 
taken to Belsen. There she once 


more met Anne Frank and _ her. sister, 


Margot. . They shared everything- 
their. blankets, scraps: of .food, their 


memories of Holland, and their belief 
that they. would survive. Lin Jaldati 
buried Anne and Margot Frank in one 
of. the huge communal graves at 
Belsen. 

She took up her career once more 
and has since sung in Holland, Scan- 
dinavia,.. Poland, Germany, the 
US.S.R.. Czechoslovakia, and in Fast 
Germany. where she has. lived 
since 1957. -
